THE ORIGIN OF SEOALS

lar deeoraticnis ts lost in the mists of an- 
biquity. Probably the earliest htstercal 
record was the award made hy an Fn- 
peror of China, in the first century of the 
Christian cra, to his military commanders.

Daring the Middle Apes various or-

We must advance our historval re- 
search to the tine of Queen Eiaabeth to 
lind the bepinning of our mtodern system 
of medals; and, masmoch as the ilevelop- 
Hient can be traced more easily in’ Eng- 
land than elsewhere, a 
growth of the British system wll be given.

TILE ORIGIN OF CLASES WITH MEDALS 


The Petinswla medal is worthy of 
further cotiment, as it ¢stublished an- 
wither precedent, just adopredl by the 
United States—the system of clispes. As 
first authorized. a medal was given for 
euch bitte. all being the same, except 
that the mmnme of the battle was on the 
reverse. “The authorization was gradi- 
ally extended te include the entire Penin- 
stila war, and the number of medals pes- 
aesaed by some of the officers beeare so 
lange that in 823 it was clitected! that 
cme medal only shell be word by each 
cffiger, and that for each other battle a 
bar bem: the name of the latte ahold 
be placed! on the ribbou of the prerfal. 

The number of these ters (or clasps. 
a4 they are mow caller) was limited to 
two, atid as cine engagement wis iiscrbed 
on the mek! this was etoivalent to three 
beatles, 

Wien an offerr had bes present in 
four battles the medal was replaced Try 
apold cross having the names of the forrr 
lattes theres, ane on each ann of the 
cress, ati snbsequent engagements were 
apn shown by clasps places on the rib- 
bon of the eres. 

This is the origin of the system oof 
flasps which has been in use be the 
British smece that time ard which we 
lave just adopted in the case of the Vie- 
tory Medal 

The East Indian Company continued its 
practic, giving a silver medal ta the 
mitive troops af the campaign of roys-6 
which capture! Ceylon: fa tte troops 
who tock part in the Banh af Alexandria 
agninst the Freich in 1801, aml to those 
‘i mo fool part in the captare of Tava in 
raid, 

Sl the British Gevernment did qeth- 
ing for the rank and file, and private in- 
chvinials legan to bestow medals. This 
Ceneral Flivt, the commander at Glbral-

Tn ipgk a Ate, Davison, friend of 
Nelson, presented medals to every officer, 
revnan, and marine in the Battle of the 
Nile. Admirals ane captains received a 
pod medal, Teatenants and warrmnt ih. 
cers one in silver, and the men one in 
bronze. They were worn from a ble 
Hibben around the neck. This was fol- 
dowed (by n similar presentation on the 
part of a Mr, Toulon to ai whe took 
hart im the Battle of Trafalgar in Sis. 
Chis was worn from a dark-blue ribbon.

Neatwithstanding these examples, it 
was mot tH] Waterloo that the British 
Government tetrad ta the Phnbar 
precedent. In Sif the Waterloo Medal 
was futhorized “toe be conferred ‘pan 
every officer, moteentmtissioned officer, 
and «oldie present upon that menorable 
ocezsion,” and this definitely inaugurated 
He present customoaf granting. the same 
mittal te officers and men alike, which 
fas heen followed by the Mrijish since 
that time and has now spread to all the 
noihions Gf the world, It is troly a uni-

In Later vears the Fritish tried to rem- 
edy the results af previews megiect by 
inithorzing reduls fe: cainpaiens prior 
ta Waterloo, the most notable of these 
being the Peninsila Medal, Hiven te all 
the survivers of the engapeinents between 
'7o3 and 1814, incladmg not only those 
in the Peninsula War, but aleoin Egypt 
amc the. West Indies. However, aa this 
was net done until 1848, the survivors 
were tet very pumerous, There were 28 
clasps with this medal, 15 being the great- 
eat number awarded ta one man. 


Finer AMERICAN MEDAL GIVES To

The FPtritish Navy General Service 
Medal of TS47, issiied to all who siw

The history of decorations in the 
Linited States is remarkable in its simt- 
larity to the Thritish experience. At first 
only the services of the commanders: were 
recognized, the rank an! file being en- 
tirely ignore, The first medal bestowed 


by cur government was one in gold to 


General George Washington, to com- 
memorate the evacnation of Toston hy 
the Ttritich in March, appa, Captmin 
John Pant Jones was simtlarly rewarded 
after his faimeus fight with the Serapis 
in 1770 

Several nnlitiry and naval commanders 
were Te presented gold medals te commerni- 
arate battles in the War of t&r2, Gen- 
erals Scott and Taylor were given gold 
medals for their serviecs in the Mexican 
War, and General Grant had « snnilar 
reward after his victory at Chattanonen 
itn rt, 

In all these cases the medal conferred 
wis {0 chiTimeMmorite sone spectil vie- 
tory, Tt was presented only to enn- 
maniers of the troops or ship involved 
and accompanied the thanks af Congress, 
It was never worn by the recipient, nicl 
was never intended to be worn; im fact, 
it miphr be said that it was really net a 


decaration in the sense we tow tae that - 


word, but was a material evidence that 
the possessor had received that mich- 
ized boner, the thanks of (Congress. 

The rank and file received nothing: 

In 847, during the Mexican) War, 
Congress puthoraed the resident to 
present a cettificate to enlisted men whn 
specially distinguished themselves, No 
metal or decoration, however, accortpn- 
nied this award, and it was not until 1s 
thata badge was authorized to show that 
the wearer had received a Certihesrte of 
Ment (No. 5). Som its carly days tt 
was in no sense a decoration. 


AITOAL OF (LON OR SOLE STILTTARY DECOKA= 
THIN FU 40 VEAWS 


In 1861 the United States, by establish- 
mg the Medal of tloner (Nos. Gand 25), 
departed from what had bectme a settled 
policy a medals and decorations for 
wear. This was by congressional action, 


decoration, and, as 
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ond at frst applied only to enliated men 
of the Navy, bot was soon extended: 
However, it remained for nearly forty 
years the sole American military decora- 
tion, the life-saving medals | Nos, sao gril 
21) authorized in, 1874 not being mulitary 
in. charneter. 

At this point the writer parses to cast

the Spanish-American War, when he en 


tered the service, We now Lave dua the 
Army alone 16 different roerlnts, ond is 


many more in the Navy, wot te inentiot 


the numerous foreign decorstions which 


have-heen bestowed, all of them available 
fo every grade; so that a uniform ie 


hardly considered ‘complete without a 
row of fibbons on the breast, and two or 
three rows are by mo tiears inecommuis, 

What a difference i few vears make! 
Then the Medal of Honor was our only 
thirty years liar 
elapsed sthce the Civil War, thote were 
not many in the army, There never had 
baer many, in fact: but at that tie they 


awwere excendingly scaroc: and not only 


that, bat oone night he well gerninted 
with a Meda! af Févior trian are). still Lee 
ignorant of the distinetion, becouse no 
ribbons were worn to: show possession of 
it. Onlvon'state occasions, when in full- 
dress uniform, was the medal producerl 
In fact, a decoration in those days was 
shout as common as a hison on the strerts 
of New York City, anil created jitst about 
as much of a sensation, even in the Army. 


DPROURATIONS NOY ITERENITARY Tk

It was undoulitedly the idea of repub- 
lican “simplicity that operated to retard 
the crowth of thts custom in the United! 
States. The belief existed that devora- 
tions were pkin to poldlitv., and not in 
tannery with trae democracy, bot part 
and parcel df the monarchical avetem, 
Nevertheless, republican Fraoce les pre 
served! the customs of imperial France in 
that respect without any sacrifice of de- 
macracy, AD) republics had sorrel litre af 
this character, but we were the last to fall 
im lire. 

Itis not contrary tq democratic ideals 
to reward merit, and that-is the purpose 
of decarations and orders. Not even in

private socteties tu. fill the huinan desire 
for distinction and decoration—a desire 
which is evidently too strong to be re- 
pressed by the early ideas of republics 
simplicity, 

This iden spread and became sc general 
in America that it was found that a sol- 
ther could wear a= tmny as thirteen dit- 
ferent badges ly virtwe of inheritance 
alone, anil yet he might never have: seen 
a shot fired—in fact, he might still be a 
cadet at the academy or w recruit in the 
awkward ma pti.

It seems unreasonable te fewsrd an 
individual act of hravery which, however 
gallant and self-sneriticing, really: las bit 
an indirect influence on the result aif the 
wir, and neglect tle extremely nnpor- 
tint work of the master minds ei whan 
the country depends for victory. Yet 
that was the actual! condition m this coun- 
iry two vears ago. In addition, in ap- 
pearedevident that something was needled 
to supplement the Medalof [lonor, some 
junior reward for gallantry, if the fanner 
was to be kept onthe high plane whieh 
tha hitherto enjoyed) “Without same 
such reward there was danger of cheap- 
ening our primary decoration by bestow- 
ing it for tects which deserved recopnition 
but which nevertheless did qat jrstify the 
distinction of the Medal of Heanor.

THE VROIDEY MEDAL AXDOITS CLASPS 


The last act in this-evolution necurred 
on the question of the Victory Medal 
(see Hustration, page ghy, goed descnp- 
tive text, page sor). which is given to 
emmmenorite the war with Germany. 

Heretofore it has heen aur cistom to 
bestow war medals only on those who 
participa in the campaigns. Those 
wher hae the mistertune te remain in the 
United States received no recognition, 
even though engaged on work vital to the 
atiecess Of the oversen forces. Soon after 
the armistice it became evident that’ the 
sentiment of the country wis against sich 
a discrimination, anil a bil was. mtto- 


duced fate Ci tigress to award 2 medal to: 


all who served in the Army and Navy, 
regardless of whether or not they lial 
oversea service. 

The till, due to the press. of business 
in the last scsston of Congress, never 
emerped from the committee, but the 
principle was accepted by the War De- 
partiient and the order establishing the 
Victory Medal gave it to all who served 
on getive duty during the war, and’ the 
British system of clasps was adlopted TH 
denote participation in batt operations.

MEDALS, DECORATIONS, AND TLADGES 
INF LE Et 


Th its bresd conception, a medal is a 
metallic ornament used for commemora- 
tive and decorative purposes and usually 
piven as a reward. The word decoration 
is. somewhat broader i its meaning, as it 
is not confined to metallic, but embraces 
ormaments made of any material. In a 
technical sense, however, it lias bev 
found necessary to restrict the meanings 
of both these words, and a decoration can 
he defined as an omartnent of honor Ine- 
stowed for scame individiial act. or service, 
in contradistinction to a service medal, 
which is for general distribution, com- 
memorative of sume war, campaign, vr 
other historical event, to all those who 
honorably participated therem, irrespec- 
tive of the vale of thetr mdividual serv- 
joes, 

For txample, a “Medal of Honor” is a 
decoration, as: it is conferred for some 
signal act of hereiam performed by the 
individenl, Thust the Victory Medal 18 mot 
tis for general distritu- 
tion to all who served honorably In the 
war with Gennany, no individual act 
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Tharp cuit hat ard Sleeve) pre receiving the Croix de Goerre from o- French HMizh Com 
iter who brogeht the decerthos from Paria.

THE MEDAL DOF HONON 

In nearly all the countries which are 
included under the term of Great Powers 
decorations for distinguished service ren- 
dered to the State take precedence over 


those awarded for acts Of valor this on 


the theory that the services of statesmen, 
generils, aad other public men high in 
the councils of the nation are of more 
importance, aod therefore deserve higher 
reward than do individual acts of gal- 
lantry om the battlefield, 

The exceptions to this role are (Great 
Hritain and the United States, in both ef 
which countries the primary. valor decora- 
tion tikes precedence over all others, and 
itis worthy of tote that the standarils 
set ior these two rewards are not only 
higher ttin in any other country, tut 
they are also. more rigarously applied. | 

Rurards af the Victoria Cross and of 
the Medal of Honor are so rare anid so 
jealously poarded that they are taidouht- 
edly the two highest honors which can be 
bestowed for valor, and this may serve 
to explain why they are placed first in 
their respective countries, contmry to 
the custom of all others: An adeitronal 
resemblance js: that neither ts ever he- 
stowed on a foreigner, The Victoria 
Cros ts limited to British subject] ly 
mival dectee in the cose of the Medal of 
Honor, there i¢ uo law prohibiting its 


awatd to a foreigner, but it has never: 


been done, and) custom is sometimes more 
patent than acts of Congress. 

The Medal of Honor was institated hy 
act of Congress in 18601 and was the 
earliest American decoration, However, 
it applied ot thar time only to enlisted 
men at the Navy (No, 25). In the Tol- 
lowing year entisted men of the Army 
were included (No. 6), and by an wet ape 
proved March 3, 1864, 1ts provisions were 
extended to include officers in the Army, 
hot naval offeers were not eligible for 
this decoration until p95, 

The conditions ander which the Medal 
of Honor may be awarded have been 
changed from time to time by various

laws The first, that of 1861, authorized 
the bestowal upon such enlisted men af 
the Navy “as shall most distinguish 
themselves Ky their gallantry in action 
and) cther seaniantke qualities during the 
present war.” The act of the following 
year, Which applied to the Army, real 
the same, except that “seamanlike” was 
replaced by “soldierlike™ ond the wor 


was tenned an “insurrection.” 


In its original conception, therefore, 
the Medal of Honor was net limited to 
heroism, much less to heroism in action, 


as seammanlike or soldierlike «qttalitics 


could be rewarded with this medal. 
However, thes did mot last long. The 
Army conditions were changed in 1563, 
so as to bestow the medal on those who 
“have most distinguished or may here- 
after most distinguish themselves in ac- 
tion.” This absolutely: limited it to serv 
ices inaction, and the conditions were 
mide imore stringent later, when the 
present wording was adopted, as follows: 

“The President is authorized to pre- 
sent, in the nume of Congress, a Medal 
of Honor only to cach person who, while 
an officer or enlisted man of the Army, 
shall hereafter. in action inwolving actual 
conflict with an enemy, distinguish hinm- 
“elf conspictiously by gallantry amd in- 
trepidity at the risk of his life. above and 
berond the call of dirty.” 

The application of these conditions has 
placed the Medal of Honor upon the high 
plane which it enjoys today,

The Navy medal was changed jn 182 
to bestow it.on “seamen distingtishing 
themselves in battle or for extraordinary 
heroism th the line of their profession.” 
This echmimated “seamnntike qualities” 
and confined it to heroism, but it will te 
noted that it permitted the granting of 
the reward for heroism at other times 
than in action, and a momber of Medals 
of Hunor have been so grveri inthe Navy. 
This comedition lasted until February, 
Loi, when the wording of the Armv con- 
ditions was adapted for the Navy also, so 
that the two tredals are now on exactly 
the sime footing,

The [hstinguished Service Metal ( Ni. 
7) can be awarded ly the Pre ‘sldent to 
“how person wlin, while servinge in. itty 
et the United 
States, shall distinguish himself or her- 


self thy specially Menrtartis service to 


the government ina duty of preat re 
sponsibility,” The Distinguished Service 
Medal forthe Navy (No, 24) is awarded 
under exactly the same conditions as for 


the Anny and was established by set of 


Congress in February, tr. i Dis- 
tinguished Service M fedal ranks net to 
the Medal of Honor: 

Tt should be noted that the services to 
be rewarded with this decoration do nat 
have to he rendered: at ‘the front, much 
less in action, the reqitrement of great 
responaiiihity being the governing factor. 
It was intended to be used in the saree 
way ais the Legion of Hanor of France 
and other sunilar orders with which Eu- 
ropean cuuitrics reward the ereat leaders 
of therr pilitary and moval forces.

The same order also conferred this 
medal on Murshal Foch, the Commander- 
in-(Chief of the Allied armics: Marshal 
Joffre, the vietar of the first battle of the 
Marne; Ficld Marshal Sir Douglas Haig. 
the CommandersarneChiet of the British 
armies; General Petain, the Commander- 
in-Chief of the French armies: Lieuten- 
ant General Ding, the Chief of Stuff and 
virtual commander of the Italian armies; 
nine Lieutenant General Gillain, the Chief 
of Staff of the Belgian Army, King Ab 
bert himself heing the Commander-in- 
Chief. These were the first Distinguished 
Service Medals awarded, the first presen- 
dation bem: to Marshal Foch.

Arniencn Red Cross, Through her erent 
efforts atid devotion to dott emiteen 
thotsand seven bondred and thirty-two 
Hurses were secured and transferred te 
the Army Nurse Corps for service dnur- 
ing the war. “This she was a great factor 
in assisting the Medical Department. in 
canng forthe sick and wounded.” 

The ilhistratioits show (see Nos. 7 and 
24) that the ribbons of the Army and 
Navy Distinguished Service Medals are 
net the same, and this is the only excep 
tion to the general rule, as in all ether 
cases the Army and Navy have identical 
ribbons, although the designs of the 
tiiedlalis are different.

It will be noticed that the expression 
“oak leaf” 1s sec) in this citation instead 
af “oak-leaf cluster,” this: because the 
original design was an ouk leaf, but it 
was subject to such criticism from pn 
artistic standpoint that the present design, 
which issn trie eluster of oak leaves and 
worms, was adopted. Many oak leaves 
were issued: they should all be exchanged 
for the mew clusters. — 

lt must net be inferred from these two 
citations that awards of the chuster are 
ilwave given in the same order as the 
original award. That happened in these 
particular cases, bet at is the exception 
father than the role. The following is a

THE SAVY iss. 


The Navy Cross (No, 22) was-anther- 
ized by the same law that established the 
Navy ‘Distinginshed Service Medal, and 
it can be awarded to-any one in the naval 
service who distinguishes himself hy ex- 
traordinary heroism or by distinguished 
service not justifying the award of the 
Medal of Honor or the Distinguished 
Service Medal. 

The difference between this and the 
Distinguished Service Croseof the Armv 


should be noted. The Arty decoration 


is given only for heroism in action, The 
Savy Cross is mach broader tn <cape 
and, in addition to heroism in ‘action, it 
inclides any other distinguished service, 
not only in time of war but also in peace, 
in the theater of hostlttics or elsewhere, 
It is a pomer decorate to beth the 
Medal of Honor and the Distinguished 
Service Afedal, 

These three naval decorations cover 
the whole possilile gant of services 
which shigutd be rewarded. The Medal 
of Honor is the appropriate reward for 
extraordinary valor in action, the Dis 
tinguished Service Medal for any other 
specially distingnished services, and the 
Navy Cross for any meriteriogs service, 
of whatever character, of a lesser degree. 


CERTIFICATE OF MERIT 


The Certificate of Merit (No. 5) is our 
oldest reward for meritorious services, 
having been established by law March 3, 
ia7, It isa certificate, formerly signed 
hy the President Himself, which was 
issued to enlisted men chly, Itwas nota 


alecoration until 1905, when a medal was 
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designed to be worn by the holder of the 
certificate to indicate possession of tt, and 
in this it differs from all our other deco- 


rations, the certificate bemp the teal re- 


word and the medal only the visible evi- 
dence: thereat. 

Any specially meritorious services ret 
dered hy an enlisted man made him elgi- 
ble for this certificate, whether it was an 
act of gallantry inaction not. justifying 
the award of the Medal of Honor or a 
deed of heroism in time of peace, such as 
caving life or property from fire, the sea, 
or floods, at the nek of his life, or for 
any other services rendered which, in the 
judgment of the President, deserved a 
reward. Jt therefore eorresponded yery 
closely tu the Navy Cross, except that its 
ye was confined entirely to enlisted 
TET. 

Tire first Certificate of Ment was 
sworded to Povate John KR. Scott, Com- 

ny Ee Second Dragoons, for heroism 
at te batele of Cerro Gordo, in the Mex- 
ican War, and a total of 545 were given 
for services rendered in the Mexican 
War, It is a reasonable inferenee that 
quite a number of these would have heen 
awarded the Medal of Homar instead of 
the Certificate had that decoration beer 
in existence at that time. The Navy was 
never included in this reward. 

In ily, coe8, Congress abolished the 
Certificate of Merit and directed that all 
enlisted men then holding one should ex- 
chuinge mt fot a Distingnished Service 
Medal. Tt is acpity that it should have 
been fonnd necessury to do away with 
our oldest reward, ore which lad been in 
use for scvently-one VenErs nod was pSsen- 
ciated) with the Mexivean, Civil, and Span- 
ish Wars, with the Indian Cimpoipns 
and the Philippine Insurrection. 


AMERICA'S UNIQUE CITATION STARS 


Every officer or enlisted man who 1 
cited in orders for gallantry im: action, 
under conditions wot warranime the 
award of a higher decoration, 16 entitled 
to wear a ailver star, 3/16 inch in diam- 
eter. on the ribbon of the medal for the 
campaign in which the citation was given 
and an the cerresponding service ribbon. 
(See Victory service Abhon illustration, 
page-so5.) Na other nation las an vtiing 
vorrespanding to this star, so it is a

unique featiine in decorations: [bt was im- 
stituted in July, 1918, by act of Congress. 

The conditions should he clearly wn- 
derstood. In the first place, the citation 
midt be in omlers issued. from the head- 
quarters of a force commanded by a gen- 
eral officer of the United States Army; 
secondly, it must be for gallantry in 
action: and, finally, it cannot be worn tt 
a Medal of Honor, Distinguished Service 
Medal, or TMstinguished Service Cross t 
given for the same act. ‘hese are re- 
qiirements of law and therefore cuit 
be disregarded. 

No ‘specific award of the star is made; 
the order citing the individual is itself the 
award and constitutes all the authority 
needed for wearing the star, provided the 
three requisite conditions are fulfilled. 
There can never be any question regard- 
ing the first anc third. However, the 
second condition may require decision, 


THE STAR AS AN INDIVIDUAL DECORATION 


Many citations have been published in 
arders prising entire units for gallantry 
in action: nevertheless, citation -stars are 
not arthorived in such cases. The start 
an individual decoration and can only be 
worn for individual services; gallantry on 
the part of un entire unit is appropriately 
rewarded by a decoration for the wnt as 
a whole rather than for the individuals 
coMntipenstng It. | 

The eltation atar is tot littited to the 
World War, It can be worn for suitable 
citation in any war, on the proper ribbon, 
Formerly it was not the custom in our 
cviniry to isstie such orders: in fact, at 
one time the War Department, in an offi- 
cial communication, deprecated the publi- 
caution vit orders it praise at having citi 
cers. It was considered perfectly proper 
in reports, bat not in orders which are 
made public: conseyitentiv very few cita- 
tions in orders were made prior to the 
Earropean War, 

THE VICTORY AMLENATL 

During the spring of Tq18, while hat- 
tilities were “tll at their height, the itter- 
ent Allied and nesowiated nations agreed 
to adept a medal which would be the same 
for all, to commenorite the great war. 

“This plan has two advantages: In the 
first place, it 1s. svmbolical of the Won

Th France, for example, almnst 
every tale wos mobflized ss acldier, 
but great numbers did ney real military 
work, being utilized tn the manutactnre 
af munitions, in agricultural pursnits, on 
the muilroads, and other similar service 
Which was essential to carry on the war, 
hut which could not be considered ae 
miiture. The medal cannot be awarded 
to then, althengh they were techtically 
meinhers of the French Army, 

We had no corresponding class in our 
Army and Nave: therefore our Victory 
\Viedal will be given te all the meinhers of 
those two serviers who served on active 
duty during the wars they are all consid: 
ered combiatants in this connection. This 
considerition ise decided the question 
as to whieh of the nations should appear 
on the reverse of the medal Under the 
specifications, as already set forth: it 
wold lave been pérrissible to have f- 
cluded all those that declared war anu iris 
Germany, or even all these who -sns- 


er diplomatic relations, lat a num- 


er of these did not actonlly participate 
in the hghting and therefore had nn crip- 
latant. Asa result, it has been decided 
that the only mations to be represetited ot 
the reverse of the medal will he those 
Which actually took part in hostile eper- 
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ntions by sending troops ar ships to the 
theater of war.

A MARVELOUS ‘RET 


The day began early for me and in a 
surprising Fashion, ta say the least, for 
tibon waking wp about dawn, | saw he- 
side my chickert-wire bunk a Christmas 
tree—na real, true Christmas tree—such 
as might well have been found in millions 
of American homes, int quite the last 
thing one would look for on the ruined 
battle area worth of Verdun, The Hitle 
tree stood about two feet high and was 
iomarvel of ingenuity ih its trimmings. 
One of the men, had made the whole 
thing, «pending hours af his time wpe it, 
keeping it a secret until he had found a 
chance to pot it beside my tink on 
Christmas ve, as 1 slept. 

The tree had been set ina sort of hase 
made from a one-pounier projectile of 
the whiz-bang variety, which stood, in 
turn, on a cleverly carved stand. [| be- 
lieve the wood for the latter came from 


a civar-hox, crt and whittled into shape, 
then carefully fitted tegether and pol- 
ished brilliantly in some mysterious man- 


‘ntr, The whole thing—trer, base, anil 


all—rested upon a moss-covered board, 
around the edge of which ran a titty 
rustic fenee of wild-rose branches en- 
twined. with ivy, . 

By way of tinsel, the tree had been 
hung with litte silver balls made from 
the tinfoil that comes round chocolate 

Strands of lnrinished wire, thin as 
silk threads and shining like gold, puzzled 
me for a long time, until T found they 
had been “salvaged” from the inside 
mechan of broken beld telephones 
captured im battle from the trermans. 
Little beads hung here and there along 
the branches; they were those fotmd in 
the long wooden handles of German 
grenades, Red pods and berries fram 
the wild rose-boshes glowed in the jot- 
lest way among the green needles of the 
spruce.

A CERISTSIAS LANDSCAPE IN 
FRANCE 


NORTHERN 


A. fine, gray mist covered the plain, a 
son of ground fog that rose from the 
flooded ditches anid, swirling here and 
there m othe breeze of dawn,. half con- 
cealed the lowlands of La Thinte. To 
the wast, Ingh out of the fog, 1 could «ee 
the three fulls that dominate the land- 
scape—Cnote du Chateat, Cote d'Horgne, 
and the Céte de Morimunt.. A light cap 
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of snow rested on their summits, catch- 
tiv the first oblique miyvs of the sun, until 
the tidges shone and sparkled lke winter 
beacons above the shadows. _ 

Not-a house cotud be seen, The great 
plain. of the Woevre might well-have be 
a willerness, a0 effectually had the cur- 
tains of fog been draped about it, 

As the sun rose higher over the distant 

heights of the Moselle, the mists began 
to grow thin, disclosing more and more 
of the walley., A church tower was the 
first sign to appesr, the gilled cock of its 
weathervane standing providly ahowe the 
cross—the inevitable cog gaulois, a Sttre 
loken of France. 
Another steeple follawed—Damivillers, 
Reville, Etrave, Peuvillers—l counted 
them ont after another as they came into 
view, ll that was left of what had once 
leet the churches in each littl red-tiled 
village, Here and there great rents 
showed tn the solid masonty of their 
towers, while gaping voids between the 
battresses of their walls allowed one to 
look on the havoc within—upon shattered 
choirs and broken chancels, a shapeless 
cluster of stone and glass, the shards of 
what once had been priceless beauty. 

As the last shreds of mist drifted down 
the lowlands toward Giberey and far- 
distant Si. Mahiel, the full horror cf the 
jicture struck home, Not merely the 
torn and shattered churches, the piles of 
broken stones and roof tiles that told of 
one-time hamlets, not tnerely these had 
stitered, hut the very surface of the 
ground itself wus ripped and wounded 
bevord all resemblance of its former self, 

Great shell-holes filled with stagnant 
water, some of them twenty feet across, 
yawned by the dozen where a few weeks 
before had been pleasant meudows. 
Countless stialler holes, the mark of ex- 
ploding 75's, had pocked the cattle pas- 
tures until they resembled the waves of 
a choppy sea. 


THE WASTE ASD WERECKACE OF WAK 


Everywhere about ime lay the waste 
and wreckage of war: piles of ammuni- 
tion Jeft by the retreating Hon, each 
shell in its basket of wickerwork; hoxes 
of hand grenades partly opencid; wnex- 
ploded “duds” still half buried in. the 
proud, as they had landed during. the 
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tlays of battle; discurded gas-masks, hel- 
mets cleverly camouflaged for snipers, 
rifles, haversacks, even rubber boots lay 
here and there rotting in the water-iaked 
hitless. | 

Upturned trees sprawled where they 
had been hurled by the high explosives, 
while a few great stuns still reared their 
splintered bodies abowe the level of min 
alwout. therm 

Across the plain, rannmg roughly north 
und south, just cast of the little river of 
La Thinte, a Hoe lof tiny holes, scraped 
out ty en gyion tool and mess-kit lid, 
marked the farthest wdyance of our 
troops when the firing had cease on 
Armistice Day, ate 

A more lonely wiklerness of mivage, 
horror, and destriction could not well be 
imagined) than that laid hare before me in 
the growing light, as the mists swirled 
ipward to teet the dawn of Christmas 
Day on the topmest peak of Morimont.

The service was short andl simple; just 
the singing of a few old carols, then the 
celebration af the Holy Communion. The 
fact that the form useil followed that of 
the Episcopal Church made no difterence 
whatever to the men of various denom- 
inations in the nave. It was ctiriens to 
note how the broadening strain of battle, 
the common hardships and sacrifice, had 
done away with all Feline at sect. 

Luter in the day. other services were 
held at Reville and the villages rauned 
about, but in spite of more elaborate 
singing und the attendance of the rept 
mental bands, the impressive effect.of the 
carol service ait dawn was locking. 

The scene in that ruined church at 
Penvillers was one never to be forgotten, 
as the growing light sparkled through the 
remnants of old glass tipo the crowded 
uniforms half hidden along the shadowy 
vaults of the aisles.

By a carious comenlence that monn- 
ment of fellowship and forgiveness be 
tween foes, & rate umengh thing m this 
war of bitter fecling- and national hatred, 
ste! in the very churchyard where for 
the first time in many memhs our men 
had hada chance to attend divine service. 

Taken in connection with the ending 
of the war so few weeks before and the 
Christmas carole of peace and good-will. 
we hod past sung, tt went a great way to- 
ward showing us that some of the Huns: 
at least, had been men who could respect 
the dead and appreciate the sacrifices of 
patriotism, regardless of country. 

A STADItIM OF ADL 

By noon the cheering effect of sunshine 
hal long since departed aml Christmas 
Day returned to the «usual drizzle of 
northern France. Tod it been possible to 
produce more mud, dr deepir mud, or 
sloppier mud, the Meuse Valley would 
uurtelenabt eddy hive done so: but the limit 
had heen reached seme weeks before. 

The fields were wntterly impassable. 
Where the ground had not been carved 
into huge shell craters full of water, it 
was just brown and yellow clay of a con- 
siatence that stuck ta our hobaails and 
would not let go. That was had enough, 
but it kept on increasing about our shoes 
so alarmingly at each step that we hud to 
carry a stick and pry off great hunks of 
it every minute or come to a standstill 
through lack of power to move our fret. 

The rowls—what four years of wur, 
lack of care and the shell fire of amodern 
hatte had left of them—were somewhat 
better, They were muddy all ght, burt 
fei to a. depth of twa or three inches, 

the mud was of the soft and slushy 
cariete: resting on more or less solid 1un- 
derpritmmiries. “hat wasa great help, for 
we could slop along comfortably enough 
without being polled ta a halt. Tt is no 
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txageerition to say that we Americans 
had not known what mud could be like 
tinttl we found it at its worst in the low- 
lands of the Meuse and Woevre, | 

‘The plans for Christmas Day called for 
field sports in the afternoon. That seemed 
to be as near an approach toa real home 
Christmas as we could come under the 
circumstances, The prospects certainly 
were far fromencouraging, but, be tt ever 
sail to the credit af the American dough- 
bov, he rose triumphant overall obstuctes. 
The first problem was where to hold the 
sports. Very clearly we could not use 
the fields, for no one can run where he 
cannot walk, nor jump where he can 
scarcely crawl In the end, we had to 
fall back wpon the road. | 

The hundred-yard dash, the two- 
twenty, the running broad jump, the high 
jump, potato race, sack race, three-legged 
race, sigmiul relay, Yorkshire wrestling— 
every inst man m the owtfit went in for 
something, Winners, led by the sergeant- 
major strove through the mud and rain 
agaitist the Dashers, captained by the first 
sergeant of brigade, | 
The deeper the mud, the higher main the 
rivalry, the harder strogeled the men, 
until the shelltom hollow, with its little 
ruin of Reéville, echoed to the strangest 
cheers it had ever heard, | 

The Brigadier hinsclf came down from 
his shack on the hillside, plowing hes 
the mead and crawling round shell-hotes 
until he tad reached a vantage pom on 
the bank aleve the road, Here, the man 
who ‘had taken Grande Pré, and thts 
broken the keystone of German reststunce 
in the Mewse-Argorne offensive, stood 
all afternoon in mist and driving rai, 
shouting encouragement to the racing 
men with the same spirit that had led him 
but a few weeks before to take a first-line 
battalion. forward im person when tt 
seemed tmpossible for anyone to advance:

a huge plece of water-soaked carpet that 
had once graced a village porlor. We 
hattened it down with salvayved nails and 
rope for all the world like troopship

The walls were easy. Lamber was 
plentiful) at the eaptured dump and a 
four-line tenn furnished transportation. 
Last of all:came the question of windows, 
ati! that was a puszler, for a pane of un- 
broken glass was rarer than hen’s tecth 
in all that shellenushed plain. The men 
were patient, however, and: contrived. to 
locate a sufficient quaritity, searching for 
days throughout the-shelters and dugouts 
that burrowed deep into the hillsides. 

. Our carpenter was, by all odds, the 
hardest-working person at Elrigade, for 
while the other men were gathering ma- 
terial he was alwirs kept busy trying to 
held wp his: end af the job, ane jue sue- 
ceeded.

Tara, the pride af the mess. ator in a 
cleared place at.one end, apart from the 
long tables and benches-we had built out 
from the walle. Tarn was a piano, a war- 
scarred veteran. Tara by name, heenuse 
having lost his entire front casing in 
action, he Jooked more like ia harp than 
anvthing else and, thanks to a weakness 
im the legs, lad to lean against the wall

Tara had fallen upon evil days be- 
fore coming mto our hands.

We had carried Tara with infinite trou- 
hlé te the driest of our dugouts—the one 
where the moisture only dripped tram 
the roof at one end, Here we had siur- 
rounded him with trench stoves all stoked 
to the limit and: going full tlt, with a man 
specially detailed to keep Wp the fires. 
The kevs. ane atca time. had responded 
to this heroic treatinent, titi] now, on 
Christmas Pay, Tara had onee more 
found his soul, . 


SEXDING A THUCK ACROSS FUARCE 


‘The problem: of food had seemed over- 
Whelming at fret, We might well have 
heen in some mountain fastness, for all 
the free communication there was with 
the outside world.

FIRST REINDEER IMPORTED 27 YEARS AGO 


In Europe and Asia the reindeer was 
domesticated in prehistoric times, Not 
so in America, whet this species of the 
deer family, the Cereida, were! lonown a5 
caribou, and are still ao known, to dis- 
tingatish them from the domesticated amt 
imported animal. 

The first importation, consisting of 
only 162 reindeer, was landed at Teller, 
Alnuska, on Independence Day, 1892." 
Dhiring that vear and the decade fiallow- 
ing, Lis more were imported fram Si- 


erta and inde! on the shores of Port 


Clarenee Bay. The reindeet imported 
trom Norway in 1898 were all draft ani- 
mals, steers, atl dire now extinct. 

From the outeet the deer thrived, and 
as the number fiecressed, other herds 
were formed from the mother herd at 
Teller, Roaming the frozen wastes north 
aml south, trom Point Barrow to the 
Alaskan Peninsula, there ate today more 
than a hundred herds, aggregating about 
169,000 deer, Tt ts estimated that during 
this period more than Too.o00 have lieve 
killed for food and <kins: sm that in lesa 
than thirty years the ficrease has been 
mare than two hundred fold, 

Although the Alaskan reindeer indus- 
try ts stl i tts infancy, it is rapidly be.

Secretary Lane has said that the im- 
portation of the reinddéer is “the cine con- 
structive thing done by the government 
for Alaska in nearly halfa century.” 

Whe the white man began te hint the 
whale, the walris, and the seal, in the 
Rering Seacand Arctic Oecan, he became 
a cotnpetitor of the Eskimo. The white 
man's faeilities for bageing this: game 
soon part the Eskimo at a hopeless disad- 
vantage, Tortunately the government 


awakened to the mécessity of ah noi 
i 


these wards with a means of Hvelihood 
iw hett of what they lad Tost. 

Dr. Sheldon Jackson was the pioneer 
in realizing the possibilities of the reim- 
deer industry for this purpease, We ap- 
pealed to Congress, but did not await its 
action. ‘The first remdecer broveht to 
Alaska were purchased with funds raised 
by him through private subscription, “The 
goverment in Ro appropriated $4,000, 
the first of a series of annual apprepria- 
tions made to continue the importations. 

This it came about that the Pures of 
Education first fostered the retmdeer tn- 
dustry as a means of vocational educa- 
tion for 20,000 [skins who otherwise 
would have had to be supported or left 
to starve, The present need’ is for a sci- 
entific study of the animal, The inper- 
tanee Of the industry demands ft.
